SPOKEN BY A COLORED BISHOP. 


He Thinks That the Colored People Are 
Already Colonized. 

RicHMOND, Va., November 15.—[Special. ]— 
Tt isn’t often that political matters are referred 
to in the Virginia Methodist conference, but 
an exception was made today when Rev. Hol- 
sey, the colored bishop of the African Metho- 
dist church, addressed that body which is in 
session here. The bisiiop, who is about forty- 
seven years old, a tall, well—proportioned and 
intelligent man of ginger-bread color, was in- 
troduced to the conference by Bishop Gran- 
verry, of St. Louis. 

After expressing his pleasure at being pres- 
ent and allowed an opportunity to speak to 
such a large and influential body, the colored 
divine said: 

I am for God, for 


home, for my native 
land. I was born here. ‘ihe colored man has a 
cluim cn you. He is the mud-sill ofsociety. Years 
ago he helped to build your raiirvads, cleaved your 
forests, worked your farms, and for years he has 
lived with you. Some people talk about sending 
the negro ergs Ifany of you want to go, you can 
do so. Iam already colonized here. Tne question 
is not whether the white man is better than the ne- 
gre, but whether the nezro can be made a good 
Christian. I cau well remember when 
our old muster went to the 
war, and I staid at home to protect his family, and 
there is many a man here who was reared by black 
mammy. 

Referring to the frequence with whieh the 
members of the colored Methodist church vote 
the democratic ticket, the bishop said: ‘ 

I generally vote as I please. Ido not see why a 
colored man should not be a democrat as well as 
anything else. Thereissomuch rascality in both 
parties, that itis hard to tell some times how to 
vote. The negroes need a church in 
its purest sense, without repuviican or 
democratic politics. The country is yours, and the 
nezroishereto stay, and you must Christianize 
him. There is no question of social equality.” 

The speaker’s remarks were listened to with 
deep attention, and his reference to colored 
democrats called forth applause from the gal- 
leries, and other points made elicited 
“amens’’ from different parts of the church.

Heserved 
severalterms in the legislature and was state 
solicitor for eight years. In 1885 he was elected 
by an overwhelining majority as the whig can- 
didate for congress.

ILLICIT STILLS DESTROYED. 


Deputy Marshals Find a Stillin a Mountain 
Cave. 

BirMInecwAm, Ala., November ag a ool 
cial.| —Deputy United Stases Marshals Wilson, 
Reid and Charleson returned today from Cull- 
man county, where they captured and destroy- 
ed one of the largest illicit distilleries ever 
operated in Alabama.

WHAT WAS DONE BY THE CONVEN- 
TION YESTERDAY. 


THE BROTHERHOOD IS ATTACKED 


Formation of the Western League—Kansasg 
City Joins It—Changes Among the 
Players—American Association. 


New Yory, November 15.—The league 
convention adjourned at 3 p. m. to reconvene 
January 28th at Fifth Avenue hotel. The 
entire of the last day’s session was taken up 
en the discussion of the brotherhood ques- 

on. 

John I. Rogers said it was a notorious fact 
thata number of players reserved by the 
league clubs had declared their intention of 
violating said reserve, notwithstanding notice 


the latter’s option to renew the usual form of 
contract with such players for the season of 
1890. Also, thatthe opinion of eminent coun- 
sel had been received affirming legal and 
equitable rights of league clubs and said con 
tracts to services of their reserve players for 
the season of 1890. 

Mr. Rogers offered the following: 

Resolved, That this league hereby declare that it 
will aid each of its club members in the enforce- 
ment of contractual rights of such clubs to the ser- 
vice of its reserve players for the season of 1890, and 
that a committee of three be appointed by the league 
with full power to actand to formulate and carry 
out the best methods of inforcement of said con- 
tractuai rights of said clubs,and that the committee 
be authorized to draw on the guarantee fund of the 
league for such amount as may be necessary to 
carry out the intentand purpose of this resolution,”’ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 
and John I. Rogers of Philadelphia, C. H. 
Byrne of Brooklyn and J. B. Day of New 
York, were appointed a committee tocarry out 
its design. 

A. G, Spalding then presented the following: 

Resolved, That no league club shall from this 
day enter into, negotiate or contract with playera 
not under league reservation, or enter into negotia- 
tions with any club for the transferof any of its 
players until February Ist, 1890, 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed 
to be designated as the negotiations committee, of 
which the president of league shall be chairman, to 
which shall be referred all applications from players 
desiring positions on league teams, as well as applix 
cations from club members of the national agree- 
ment, wishing to dispose of or release their players. 

Resolved, That thechairman of the committee 
shall be the exclusive channel through which such 
applications and negotiations can be conducted by 
the national league orany cf its clubs, and said 
committee shall ascertain the terms upon which 
any such release can be procured or such contract 
executed. 

Resolved, That all league clus in order to secure 
the services of such players willindicate to chair- 
man positions to be filledand names of players want- 
ed,and upon unanir:fious vote ofsaid committee con- 
tract may be executed between the club and any 
player so approved and promulgated in usual man- 
ner. 

Resolved, That committee, by its unanimous 
vote, be authorized to draw from the guarantee 
fund of league such fundsasmay be necessary to 
carry out purposes of the resolution to be repaid to 
said fund by the clubs benefited thereby. 

This was alsoadopted and Nick Young and 
C. H. Byrne and Al Roach were named as ne 
gotiations committee. 

The convention then adjourned.

The congress decided to hold . its next 
meeting in Iowa, the place to be hereafter, 
designated, The petition of the National 
Floral congress 


was held at Athens, Ala., rel- 
ative to the.selection of a national flower. 
DISPOSING OF RESOLUTIONS. 
A resolution by Pabon, of Colorado, reads 
that thechair appoint a committee of one from 
each state to suggest a means of selecting the 
national flower, the committee to report at th 
next meeting, was adopted. 
The resolution to remove tax on tobacco 
came uponan adverse report of the commit- 
tee and the report of the committee was con- 
curred in, 
The resolution declaring that the govern- 
ment does not need the money raised by inter- 
nal revenue taxation, and that this congress 
favors the repeal of the internal revenue laws, 
and that taxes raised from whisky and tobacco 
be relegated to the different states, to relieve 
them of local taxation, was taken up, and the 
adverse report was concurred in. 

The resolution that the grange, alliance and 
all agricultural organizations should combine 
to secure legislation deemed necessary tor the 
benefit of these organizations was adopted. 

The resolution that copies of all resolutions 
requesting congress to take action be forward- 
ed to both houses of congress was atopind. 

Resolutions asking congress to establish deep 
water harbors on the gulf coast, for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the growth of trade be- 
tween this country and the countries of South 
and Central America was adopted. 

A resolution was offered by Pabor, of Colo- 
rado, asking congress to select Chicago as the 
best point for the location of the world’s fair 
in 1892, 

Mr. Kelly, of Kansas, offered an amendment 
striking out Chicago and inserting St. Louis. 
Lost. 

The question coming up on locating the fair 
in Chicago, the vote was taken by states, and 
stood: 261 ayes, 63 nays, 

The resolution that the investigations being 
made to reclaim arid portions of the northwest 
meets with the hearty approval of this con- 
gress was adopted. 

The resolution requesting the department of 
agriculture to ascertain causes of swine plague, 
and to recommend remedies was adopted. 

The resolution asking congress to reduce to 
newspaper rates all matter published by states 
on agricultural subjects was adopted. 

The resolution favoring government aid to 
steamship lines to build up trade between this 
country and Central and South America came 
up and an adverse report was adopted. 

The resolution requesting the army and navy 
departments to advertise for supplies in farm 
papers was taken up and an adverse report con- 
curredin. 

The resolution favoring tha unlimited coin- 
age of silver met with an adverse report and 
was indefinitely postponed. 

The resolution requesting congress to inves- 
tigate the great number of accidents to train 
men on railroads caused by using the old style 
of brakes and from coupling and uncoupling 
cars, and to take the legislative action neces- 
sary to provide the best and latest apphance 
for the safety of couplers and brakemen, was 
adopted. 

The resolution favoring the organization of 
a national board of agriculture and the appoint- 
ment of two delegates from each state repre- 
sented, to co-operate with such national board 
of agriculture, was adopted. 

The resolution favoring the paying of a 
bounty to sugar produters met with an ad 
verse report. <A substitute that this congress 
indorses the action of the department of agri- 
culture in aiding the development of the sugar 
ve vet § by scientific investigations was 
adopted. 

The resolution asking the legisJatures of the 
different states to pass laws to pay the expenses 
of delegates to the national fariners’ congress 
was adopted. 

The following was introduced by Mr. Dres- 
ser, of Illinois, and unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, By the farmers’ congress that it favors 
* comprehensive scheme for improvement of the 
peroasasnnys 5. river andthe building of a ship canal 
across the atate of Illinois, connecting the Missis~ 
sippi river and Lake Michigan, and it is recom- 
mended that the United States congress make 
liberal appropriation therefor. 

On motion of Mr. Clayton, Hon. Jerry Rush, 
secretary of agriculture, and Hon. J. R. 
Dodge, statistician of the department of agri- 
culture; were unapimously elected honorary 
merabers. 

A resolution indorsing farmer institutes and 
recommending their introduction in all the 
states and that the national government, 
through the departmentof agriculture, aid in 
this matter was adopted. 

The president appointed the following com- 
mittee to prepare rules for the government of 
the congress: Messrs. McKenzie of Ken- 
tucky: Work of Indiana; Lawrencegof Ohio; 
Corput of Georgia, and Clayton of lowa.. 

Adjourned sine die. 

Following is the fall text of the resolutions 
relating to the tariff, adopted by the congress. 
phy were prepared by Hon. Wm. Lawrence, 
of Ohio, who urged their passage as reported 
favorably from the committee: 

Resolved, That while the congress maintains the 
policy of protective tariff, we demand that all farm 

roducts shallbe as fully protected as the most 

avored of manufacturing industries, 

Resolved, That while, as now, protective tariff is 
maintained which substantially protects the im- 
portations of foreign carpets,and many other ar- 
ticles of manufactured goods, we demand that 
duties on mutton, sheep dnd wool of all kinds shall 
be so increased as to equally prohibit the importa- 
tion of mutton, sheep and wool of every kind 
which ean, under protection, be sufficient) ro- 
duced at fairly remunerative pricesin the United 
States to supply all American wants, including the 
better ctass of carpets as luxuries, are entitled to 
less favor than farm and ranch products. 

Resolved, That the tarifi on wool imported to 
make carpets should at least be as high as that im- 
ported to make coats. 

Resolved, That if protection to this extent be 
denied we will call upon the farmers of the United 
States to assert their power at the ballot box and 
otherwise to right the wrong and injustice of dis- 
crimination againstthem. Ifthey fail in this the 
wool and mutfon producing industries will be so 
seriously crippled that they will be, in a large 
measurc, destroyed and farmers will no longer have 
any interest in protection forthe manufaeturers of 
woolen goods, but wil insistthat they shall have 
no larger measure of protection than is accorded to 
the wool industry, including any kind of wool. 

Resolved, That farmers of the United States are 
not called upon to support the nomination of any 
rnan for president, senator or representative in con- 
gress who will not, to his utmost ability, aid in car- 
rying out the objects of the foregoing resolutions. 

olved, That we favor commercial treaties 
which will discriminate in favor of nations, which 
accept silver as legaltender money, as well as gold 
and againt those which have demonetized silver. 

The following was presented as a minority 
report: 

esolvyed, By the farmers’ congress of 1889, that 
we demand of our senator and representatives in 
congress from our respective states, that they shall 
use thetr best efforts to reduce the tariff to a strictly 
revenue basis and that when practicable it shali be 
removed from the necessaries of life and placed 
upon lnxuries. 

Mr. McKenzie, of Kentucky, offered the fol- 
lowing as a substitute for the whole matter: 

Resoived, That the farmers congress recommend 
to the congress of the United States the enactment 
of such just tariff laws as wiJl seeure an equal dis- 
tribution of public burdens and provide sufficient 
revenue for the government. 

A vote by states was then taken on Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie’s substitute, and it was )oat. 

The minority report was also defeated. 

The vote then recurred to ti.c original reso- 
Intions, and after considerable discussion a 
division was agreed Qpon sc as to take a sepa- 
rate vote ou the silver resolution. 

On the majority report excepting silver res- 
olution, the vote as taken by states stood as

It is one of the most remarkable freaks of 
nature, thatan article of such universal use and 
necessity, should be produced only on such a smail 
fraction of the earth's sefvics, and its production 
dependent A ty such a limited number of people. 
Just think, that 83 per cent of the world’s supply, is 
under the prime control of the people of the south- 
ern portion of the United States; and a unani- 
mous determination to laut no more, 
would B hen nae the industry of the earth.

continued by the wiles and 
and tricksters, by the enactment of unjust 
and evil ‘eee, the people who raise cotton 
are still struggling in poverty; little better than 
serfs to the favored and irres efew, But the 
quesie which presents i tothe cotion pro- 
ucers of the south is, ‘‘How can we directour en- 
ergies to'gain the best results for ourselves from 
this great boon mature has wed upon us?’ 
‘How shall we handle the cotton crop?’ The sub- 
ject may well be divided into two parts: first, the 
cousideration of the handling of the cotton crop in 
its production. and preparation for market; and 
second, the handling of the cotton crop in its sale 
and shipment, or upon the markets, as a commodity 
of commerce. 

Under the first head, there are many minor evils 
and abuses, which I bave not the time to discuss; 
but there are several prominent evils that demand 
attention. Ina general way, it must be admitted 
that there is not care poey taken in the harvest - 
ing of cotton, to avoid trash, sand and dirt; and 
that the presence of foreign substance is always 
very en because it lowers the grade, It is 
generally ginned 4 public gins, that are paid by 
the bale or hundred poun ds; and they are allowed 
to gin too fast, -and, as a consequence, 
the cotton fiber is often badly cut 
up and napped. # > It always 
be found profitable to carefully pick and gin the 
crop. One ofthe greatest evils in handling the crop 
in its preparation for market, and one that contin- 
ues to be wasteful and expensive in its subsequent 
handling asa commodity of commerce, is the size 
of the bales, and, asa consequence, the character 
of wrapping necessary. lt is usually put up im beales 
weighing 500 os each, They are, of course, so 
unwieldy that they must always, in handling, be 
rolled upon the ground in the mud, sand or dit, 
and require heavy, coarse wrapping and heavy iron 
bands, which makes a tare of from fifteen to thirty 
pounds per bale, and even then does not protect the 
cotton. A small bale, weighing one hundred and 
fifty pounds, could be handled by one man, and 
need never be Ilaid down in the dirt 
requires nothing but wires to preserve its shape, so 
that it may be slipped into sacks, which may be re- 
turned to the shipper, and, as a consequence, re- 
moves all loss from tare, as well as expense of 
freight on the tare. The small baics are packed ty 
& simple and cheap machine to a greater density 
than the best compressis able to give the large 
bales now in use. I would therefore recommend 
the small bale system of handling cotton, as a vast 
improvement upon present methods, and as a per- 
fect way of forever settling the jute bagging war; 
and think that the sacks for covering the small 
bales should be made of cotton, because 
it is 80 much less inflamable, and 
more impervious to moisture. I am prepared to 
demonstrate thata saving ot eighteen millions of 
dollars, yearly, can be secured to the cotton planter 
by the introduction of the small bale, 

To sum up, the methods of bandling cotton upon 
the farm may be improved by a more eareful sys- 
tem of picking and ginning, by packing in small 
bales and by housing in dry storage houses Until of- 
ferea for sale. 

Under the second div’ fon of my subject, that of 
handling the cotton uj; Mt 2s markets, there are 
many things to conside.. 

The profits and savings growing out of home 
manufacture, are subjects which have their results 
in the future; and their cousideration maybe re 
served or prolonged without injury to present inter- 
ests. The object for immediate consideration, is 
the best method to be adopted in handling the raw 
material, annually, as itis produced, so that the 
great losses which accompany present methods and 
conditions, may be avoided to the greatest extent; 
and the producers rendered independent of the 
power now exercised over them by speculators and 
money manipulators, 

The aggregate of the present crop is estimated at 
above seven million bales, or nearly four billion 

ounds; the final value as raw cotton, above four 
1undred million dollars. This is the result of the 
industry of the cotton planters of the south, and 
the question for them te solve is, how shall they 
manpage this product, in order to keep a just pro- 
portion of its value at home, and thus be enabled 
to enjoy the fruits of their toll and economy. 

The first evil to be recognized, as placing the 
planter at a disadvantage, is his obligation to mer- 
chants, by which the control of his product is vir- 
tually taken away from him, and he is compelled 
to dispose of his crop, or at least a portion of it, at 
unremunerative prices, at the pleasure of his credits 
orsandatatime when his own abilityto refuse to sell 
would greatly aid others of his fellow- producers to 
secure a fair price, and thus his misfortune, or 
short sightedness, is yisited upoa his triends and 
neighbors,and enables buyers to suppty their neces- 
sities at prices ruinous to all producers, A large 
number of producers being thus under obligation 
to buyersor merchants, they may bo compelied to 
deliver a large quantity of the staple at one time 
and thus fix a price so low that more fortunate 
neighbors cannot sell except at ruinous prices. The 
fact that a portion of the cotton producers are inde - 

ndent of the merchants does not protect them from 
oss, 80 long as there ts a sufficient number in the 
toils of debt to enable the buyers to command the 
delivei y of a sufficient amount to meet their re- 
quirements at a ruinous rate, thus evabling them 
to hold down prices, untilthe more fortunate are 
exhausted in their ability to hold, and then they, in 
their turn, are compelled to lat go at the prices 
fixed by the speculative class. 

The remedy seems toliein relieving the cotton 
crop ot all obligation, if ‘peuibis, thus enabling the 
producers to command the market and fix prices 
at a renumerative rate. Theerop gage should 
be forever abandoned. The only of escape 
from this robbery, seemsto be r nd thor- 
oughty organized co-operation vig the 
cotton raisers; the devising of such a plan 
as will enable all to avoid any claims to 
mature upon the crop, This accomplished, let the 
actual demand of spinnersfor consumption be esti- 
mated, and the times of delivery of necessary quan- 
tities be learned, Let the speculative demand be 
entirely ignored, and then a fair and reasonable 
price be fixed. Letit be soarranged, that mo cot- 
ton shall be sold, except to supply the actual de- 
maud for manufacture, and that only at the rea- 
sonable price agreed upon. In this way, the qnan- 
tity annually held for. speculation will te removed, 
and the full return ot value flow where it should— 
to tbe producer, This would require a 
system of warehouses, insurance, and 
&® managing and clerical force at home. Such 
expenses kept among the producers, instead of 
being sent away, the profits enjoyed by the specula- 
tors in other localities would swell the net income 
of the producers, 

By such oo spereen among producers, the ex- 
penses of handling, ginning, baling and hauling of 
the crop might be greatly reduced, and various 
other advantages gained, which will readily suggest 
themselves from time totime, The at obje t, 
however, to be constantly in view, is the necessity 
of arranging to bold the crop after itis prodneed; 
and a systematic arrangement by which the actual 
demand for rebar As may be known, and the 
exact quantity required at proper intervals to sup- 
ag As demand, 

timating the difference between whatthe pro- 
ducer receives and what thespinner pays, exclusive 
of freight charges, at one and a half cents per 
pound, we have ao aggregate of over sixty million 
dollars of which the producers are robbed, and 
which goes into the hands ofthe speculators. Add 
to this for insurance, storage, necessary handling, 
ete., tor speculative purposes, say ten million dol- 
lars more, and the aggregate saving on the raw cot- 
ton amounts to over seventy million dollara, which 
by the present = and unwise system, goes to 
speculators entireiy. 

By this system of handling the crop, it will be 
seen that almost seventy-five million dollars will be 
retained at home, in the hands of producers, in-ad.- 
dition to the amount realized, even at what ts con- 
sidered average prices, and the grand total amounts 
to over four huadred and seventy-five million dol- 
lars, which the producers should recefye in cash, 
and not in the way of necessities at exorbitant 

rices, which reduces their actual return to @ mere 

tion of what it 2m justice should be. Added to 
this sum the vast amount which would be realized 
from being able to manufacture the entire crop at 
home, and the return for cotton seed oil and fertili- 
zers from hulls, and the regate value to the 
south is beyond the entire producing capacity of 
any nation under the sun. 
the eotton producers once realize the enor- 
mous avenues such pet hag would give them; 
the vast gain in being able to buy for cash what 
they require at a reasonable price, and there should 
surely be no difficulty in inducing them to undergo 
any amount of temporary privation to place them- 
selves in such a position of yantage. Let the cotton 
planters of the south once me masters of the 
eat staple they produce, and their prosperity will 
the wonder of the yong’ o Their squalid 
homes will blossom into very Edens of prosperity; 
their children need never know want; comfort, hap- 
piness and plenty will smile around them, and the 
nationsof the earth wil! look in admiration upon a 
poems who Meg oe oo. the wiles of woe re 
chicanery, an up @ prosperity such as the 
world never before beheld. .

Six Thousand People Gather Around the 

. Roasted Beeves. 

HOMASVILLE, Ga., November 15.--[Special. 
This has been a grand day for Pukerecvic 
and Thomas connty. A crowd variously esti- 
mated at from seven to ten thousand, assem- 
bled at the old fair grounds, on the occasion 
of the stock-breeders’ fair, reunion of con fed- 
erate veterans and the great barbecue. The 
weather was auspicious, the day being abso- 
lutely perfect. Trains from all the roads came 
in loaded to their utmost capacity. 
Thousands of vehicles were called into use, 
and Thomasville presented a scene of activity, 
such as it has not witnessed since the giorious 
days of the old fair, which made the city and 
county famous, and started Thomasville on 
its career of future, greatest prosperity. The 
following programme had been arranged, and 
was scrupulously bxecuted : 

The formation of the procession and march 
to the fair grounds was as follows: 
General McLaws and committee, the band, 
the Thomasville Guards, the Cadets of South 
Georgia college, the Valdosta Videttes, the 
artiliery, the veterans, citizens on foot and 
in carriages. The line was formed on 
Madison street, opposite the Stuart house, 

The line of march was up Madison street to 
Jefferson, along Jefferson to Broad, down 
Broad to Fletcher, out Fletcher to Remington 
avenue, and along Remington avenue to the 
fair grounds. The column was commanded 
by Colonel W. D. Mitchell, marshal of the 
day, with Messrs. J. M. Rustin, W. P. Clower, 
S. L. Hayes and John Triplett, staff officers. 

General McLaws of Savannah, Mayor H. 
W. Hopkins and Colonel Robert itchell 
addressed the people in language well calcu- 
lated to stir the sacred memories of the past, 
and awaken feelings of gratitude for the bless- 
ings of the present. All union veterans had 
been cordially invited to join in this festival of 
joy and thanksgiving, and make it also a re- 
union of brothers and patriots. Several hun- 
dred veterans marched in double column to 
the fair ground, where the stars and stripes 
floated proudly alike, and it is safe to say not 
one in all that vast throng was torry that the 
old fiag waved above thein. 

‘THE BOOMING GUNS, 

The Chatham artillerv had kindly sent two 
guns and a delegation, consisting of Sergeant

guns. During the early part of the day these 
guns thundered away every few seconds, and 
their roar shook the buildings in the city, and 
reverberated through the surrounding forests, 
while it brought a serious smile of recognition 
to the face of many an old veteran. Ample

‘homasville and Thomas county to entertain 
ten thousand guests. Nineteen and a half

1ad been barbecued. Wagon loads of bread, 
cakes and el had been piled up already for 
the hungry mfltitude, who were turned loose 
at the appointed bour upon this bountiful sup- 
ply of edibles.

A Foolish Scheme. 

The advice of certain negro agitators urg- 
ing their race to boycott the census is not 
likely to be heeded. 

If any man, white or black, feels like 
monkeying with the United States govern- 
ment about a serious matter of business, let 
him try it. Congress has clothed the census 
bureau with the power to do its work, and 
when a citizen refuses to give information 
to a census taker, he can be dragged before 
the nearest United States commissioner and 
fined or imprisoned. 

These are cold facts. The negro dema- 
gogues who are advising their followers to 
fool the census officials are preparing to get 
themselves and their dupes into trouble. 
No matter what a man thinks about the 
race problem, there is but one thing for him 
to do, whether he is white or black, and 
that is to obey the law. 


The Silver Question. 

The New York Times, in a somewhat 
labored article on the silver questian, en- 
deavors to show that the free coinage of 
silver*would not do anybody any good. It 
argues that silver would be worth no more 
than it is now; that the unlimited coinage 
of the metal would not increase the value 
of silver bullion, and that the relations be- 
tween the two metals of gold and silver 
would remain substantially the same. 

The Times blindly proceeds on the as- 
® sumption—it can hardly be calleda theory 
—that silver is not money, but merely a 
token for money, a little more valuable than 
a treasury note, perhaps, but in the same 
catalogue. I: disposes of the fact that 
siver dollars are now justas valuable as 
gold dollars by remarking that it is because 
the coinage is limited. ‘‘The law,’’ the 
Times says, ‘‘works for the amount that 
can be kept in circulation,’’ although it was 
only the other day, comparatively speaking, 
that our esteemed contemporary was declar- 
ing that the vaults of -the treasury were 
about to burst with newly coined silver that 
sould not be forced into circulation. 

As a matter of fact, the Times and the 
other gold organs have long ago discredited 
their foresight, their judgment and their 
arguments. When the Bland Dill was 
pending in congress the Times and its fel- 
lows used the very arguments against it 
that they are now prepared to use against 
free coinage. They predicted that if the bill 
were passed the government would shortly 
have on hand tons of the white metal in 
the shape of silver dollars that would be 
worth no more than the market value of 
gilver bullion. They went even further 
and declared that ifthe Bland bill became a 
law, the depreciated silver dollars would 
drive gold out of the country and cause a 
- financial upheaval. 

Bearing these predictions and declarations 
in mind, the public will have no difficulty 
in disposing of such arguments against the 
unlimited coinage of silver as the gold-bugs 
and their organs may have tooffer. The 
president of the bank of France, who has, 
presumably, more experience in financial 
matters than even the ablest editorin our 
own great country, says that but for the 
effect of the Bland lawin keeping up the 
price of silver, the commercial world would 
long ago have suffered the results of a 

- panic. 

The labored argument which the Times 
presents is probably based on rumors and 
statements going to show that the silver 

_ question has suddenly become more impor- 
tant in the eyes of the politicians than it 
has been for some time. Thereis no doubt 
that the public sentiment of the country, 
irrespective of party, is in favor ef the free 
coinage, and it was a grievous mistake on 
the part of the democrats that their leaders 
did not recognize the fact during the last 
campaign. 

Itis given out from Washington that 
Mr. Harrison is discussing the question 
with the leaders of both parties, in order 
that he may devote a portion of his message 
to the subject. Senator Sherman has had 
several conferences with the president, at 
which the question was discussed. Toa 
correspondent Mr. Sherman remarked that 
politics did not enter into the matter, as it 
affected all classes, and he said it was pretty 
well settled that the next congress will be 
compelled to legislate further in the interest 
of silver. Mr. Windom, the secretary of 
the treasury, will discuss the question very 
fully in his annual report, and it now seems 
tolerably certain that congress will author- 
ize the coinage of $4,000,000 a month.

Epirors ConstiruTIon: The negro con- 
vention called by Pledger hascome and gone. The 
country is still safe. Seven of the delegates present 
knew how to write their names, Four of the seven 
could write a little besides theirnames. Nogreater 
farce, no greater burlesque has ever been presented 
to the public than that witnessed in their attempt 
to express the views ofthe colored men of Georgia. 
The representative colored men of the state took no 
notiee whatever of the meeting, because they 
-recarded it as a premature affair called to 
boost one man and one man ouly, into office.’ I 
write this letter because I fear thatthe good eiti- 
zens of the state may regard it and its work as rep- 
resenting theintelligent and taxpaying negroes. 
Such men as Rey. White, Walker and Wright, of 
Augusta; Terrell and Shepberd, of Columbus; 
Pleasant, Deveaux and Love, of Savannah; Long, 
Holt and Disroon, of Macon; Taylorand Clarke, of 
Brunswick; Carey and Davis, of Athens, as well as 
Bishops Gaines and Turner, Henry Rucker, Nick 
Holmes, Towns, Wimberly, Blackshear, and hun- 
dreds of others of this city had nothing whatever 
to do with the meeting, The failure of 
these men to take part and men 0of their 
class, speaks the non-representative character 
ofthe crowd that met. It is sincerely hoped that 
the sensible eolored men of the state wiil not be 
held responsible for the mad ravings of the Hortons, 
the Graves and their kind, constituting the mem- 
bership of that convention. If it was believed for 
a minute thatthe ameliorating of the condition of 
the negro was the cause of the gathering, not one 
word would I say against it. But when I see that 
certain rash black men are by their acts trying 
to destroy the race, I must speak out. The 
great negro convention, called with a _ flour- 
ish ~ of trumpets and a beating 
drums, all tugether did not represent fifty thousand 
doliars.

10 MEET TONIGHT. 


The Committees From the Different Wards 
Caucussing—Three of Them Meet and 
Three Will Meet Tonight. 

The committee of one hundred will meet 
tonight in the county courthouse. 

Who will they nominate? 

Upon the streets and in the hotel corridors 
the mass meeting of Thursday night was about 
the only thing discussed yesterday, and the 
discussion in many instances was animated 
and interested. 

The work of the meeting found almost uni- 
yersal favor. There was some dissatisfaction, 
itis true; but the disappointed élement was 
small. 

The candidates were in circulation exten- 
sively, both those who were nominated by the 
ward meetings, and those who 
were defeated at that time. This circu- 
lation though was confined to the 
members of the committee of one handred. 
The gentlemen composing that committee 
found themseives extremely popular and dur 
ing the day listened tothe appeal of the many 
candidates for support. 

THE COMMITTEE OF TEN. 

Hon. John Tyler Cooper, chairman of the 
mass meeting, was a figure of more importance 
to the candidates than any other member of 
the one hundred. In addition to being one of 
the fifth ward’s fifteen, he held the appoint- 
ment of the committee of ten from the city at 
large. 

Nearly every candidate wanted a friend 
among that ten. 

Mr. Cooper observed the anxiety of the 
people as well as the candidates to learn the 
persouelle of that ten, and early in the morn- 
ing began work upon it. By 10 o'clock. the 
ten names had been selected. The ex-mayor, 
realizing the importance of the work in hand, 
made a careful study of the field before adding 
the names. When the work was finished he 
gave it out, and here it is:

D. D. Snyder represents the fourth. 

M. L. Tolbert resides in the fifth. 

Mr. Grady, Dr. Fox and Mr. Kimball live in 
the sixth. 

SOME PRELIMINARY WORK. 

The members of the committee after consid- 
ering the work before them concluded that a 
preliminary caucus would be advisable and 
before dark the. different ward representatives 
had agreed to meet and canvass the situation. 

Three of the wards met last night. They 
were the first, third and fifth. 

The other three will meet today. 

THE FIRST WARD. 

The first ward’s fifteen met in Mr. Aaron 
Haas’s office, the Gate City band building, 
and after an organization began work. 

Jesse Kinyon will be presented to the com- 
mittee of one hundred as the candidate from 
that ward. 

The full committee was. present and the 
ward meeting which selected Dr. Curtis as the 
candidate from that ward was reviewed. The 
committee was not satisfied with the work 
and result, and after several ballots in which 
Dr. Cuartis’s name was used selected Mr. Ken- 
yon as the candidate. The aldermanic ques- 
tion was considered and the names of the 
varions candidates were mentioned but no 
action*was taken, the members thinking it un- 
wise to agree upon or suggest any one betore 
the one hundred convene. 

THE SECOND WARD. 

The committee from the second ward will 
meet in Hon. John B. Goodwin's office, cor- 
ner Alabama and Whitehal) streets, this after- 


noon. 
_ There is likely to be some life in that meet- 
ing. 

This 1s Mr. Moran’s ward, and street talk 
yesterday gave him an indorsement unani- 
mously. 

The fun will begin when the selection ofa 
council member is reached. 

Mr. Gordon Noel Hurtell, the journalist, 
was nominated by ths second ward mass meet- 
ing and naturally his name will go before the 
committee. 

On the day of the grand mass meeting Cap- 
tain Bob Lohme’s name was brought out, 
backed by the retail grocers’ association, every 
member of which instituted an active canvas. 

Then when the mass meeting had renigged 


on the ward meetings by creating the commit / 


tee of one hundred, Mr. John Colvin’s friends 
put him in the field again. 

This gave the committee three strong candi-— 
dates—Mr. Hurtell, Captain Dohme and Mr. 
Colvin. 

Each one found a following in the commit- 
tee, and it soon became current that the fight 
would be a warm one. This inspired the 
friends of Mr. John Alexander, who was de- 
feated in the ward meeting, and they went to 
work actively. Then Mr. Hollis A, Boynton 
will be presented to the committee. 

THE THIRD WARD. 

Mr. Woodward’s home ward committee met 
at Bartow Allen’s store on Hunter street, and 
placed Mr. Hamilton Douglas in the chair. 

There were two absentees, A. J. Haygood 
and Dr. Benson.

They were Colonel W. H. Hulsey, who was 
nominated at the ward meeting, and Mr. D. 
A. Beattie. One vote settled it, Colonel Hul- 
sey receiving nine and Mr. Beattie three.

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TALKING FEDERATION. 


PRESIDENT LIVINGSTON BEFORE 
THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 


Ye Fxplains the Objects and Alms of the 
Alliance—Grand Master Workman Pow- 


derly Talks. 


The federation of the Knights of Labor with 
the Farmers’ Alliance seems to. be a forgone 


conclusion. 

When Colonel L. F. Livingston appeared 
before the national convention yesterday and 
stated the aims and object of the alliance over 
which he ovresides, it was urged that 
the ends for which both orders are fight- 
ing are identical, and also®that together they 
could form an irresistible power, and what 
each singly is obliged to struggle for,united they 
could demand and obtain. 

Morning Session. 

The first two hours of the morning session 
was devoted yesterday to the unfinished report 
of the law committee. They stated that sev- 
eral most important changes in the constitu- 
tion had been suggested. They had been re-. 
ceived by the committee, however, after the 
time prescribed by law for the consideration of 
such documents, and it was, therefore, impos 
gible for them to take definite action. It was 
possible to bring the subjects before the con 
vention in the form of general orders, and this 
plan was adopted in several of the most impor- 


tant cascs. 

Atten o’clock the work of the convention 
wassuspended and Mr. Powderly appointed 
Griffieths, of Chicago, and Sangers, of Mari- 
etta, a committee to escort the representatives 
of the Farmers’ Alliance to the hall. 

The committee found Colonel Living- 
ston, R. F. Gray, editor of the 
Natural Economist, and Henry Brown, editor 
of the Georgia Alliance, again atthe Markham 
house. They then proceeded to the capital, 
and met Judge Henderson, state secretary of 


agriculture. 

As soon as the committee reported that the 
guests of the day were waiting admittance, 
Mr. Powderly went to the door and amid a per- 
fect storm of applause he escorted them to the 
platform. Colonel Livingston was seated at 
Mr. Powderly’s right and the other gentiemen 
were given seats close by, the platform not 
being large enough to accommodate them all. 
Colonel R. A. Sledge, of Texas, arrived shortly 
after the speaking began. He is one of the 
leading spirits of tne alliance, and was greeted 
as such by Mr. Powderly. 

Mr. Sangers, of Marietta, introduced Colonel 
Livingston to the knights in a very few words. 
The president of the Georgia Alliance said: 

COLONEL LIVINGSTON’S SPEECH. 

We are glad to be with you today and to see you 
in this city of Atlanta and in this great state of 
Georgia. I do not know your principles thoroughly, 
as I have not bad the time to study them as yet, but 
am glad to meet you asa labor organization with 
which some way may be found to unite. When 
looking around me and into your faces,I see men of 
intelligence and determination. In the olden times 
it was mot considered that a laboring 
man was capable of being intelli- 
gent, and the man whose hands were bardened 
by toil was thought to be unfit to do anything. 

In speaking to my friend, I asked, ‘‘Are these men 
laborers?’ and his reply was, “Wait until you getin 
and see what these same men are.”’ 

In my early days, and in the early days of theeld 
men of Georgia, a laborer wasaslavye without any 
force to move him. I know so little about your or- 
ganization that I wascondemned some yearsago for 
making in my opening address at Columbus some 
remarks like these—"*My. attention today has been 
callediothe Knights of Labor; if they propose 
to accomplish by fair means the grand 

mrposes for which we are. striving, then 

say to them God speed.” 

The only trouble that we had in early years was 
lack of enthusiasm, I want tosag this, that now 
we are in earnest in Georgia, and have cause for it. 
Our principle crop in this section of the country is 
the cotton crop and our principle fight is against the 
cotten bagging trust. The men of Georgia have 
been accused of laziness. Weare not lazy, nor are 

the men of Mississippi, Alabama or the other states 
ground us lazy. Itis also said that the negro has 
muchtodo with our present condition, that, also, 
is untrue, because the negro is as good a workman 
asthe farmers of Georgia esire to have. 
They are a happy, contented people 
when they can jingle a dollarin their pockets, and 
gsothat l may be considered to -be somebody, 
always carry a handiul to jingle when passing by 
them. Immediately aiter the war we were a happy 
ople, except for the grief caused by the remems» 
rance of the dead we lefton the battlefield. At 
that time we could get from thirty to forty centsa 
und for our cotton, and we bad money. Now, 

e farmers around are losing money on every bale 
whey sell. Thirty-five per ceut of land in Georgia 
igunder mortgage. Speculaing sharks have got 
their bands on it, and before the farmers will be 
aware of it, it will be allgone. Mr. Armour has 
cornered the beef market so that whereas a ‘armer 
some years ago could get about $30 for a beet, he 
can now get only $12. 

We are fighting the cotton bagging trnst; we are 
fighting the speculative landholder; we are fightin 
the cornerer, and we are fighting all monopoly. 
don’t know your principles well enough, but if your 
princivles agree with ours sothat we can travel 
twenty miles together, let us ride these twenty 
miles, then separate if nced be, and perhaps we will 
come together again at the end of the next twenty. 

Our motio is equal rights to alland special privi- 
leges to none, and with God’s help we will march 
on to victory. 

At theclose of his speech three rousing 
cheers were given forthe Farmers’ Alliance, 
which were followed by cries for Henderson. 
The secretary of agriculture excused himself 
from a long speech on the ground of ill health. 
He cordialiy invited all the knights to visit 
him at the capitol and inspect the mineral re- 
sources of the state. 

Mr, Harry Brown was the next speaker. He 
said he was not a knight, though he was will- 
ingtobe one if they would accept him. 
Wherever he saw a man who loved his country 
aud was toiling for the welfare and advance- 
ment of his children, he was proud to call that 
man brother. He worked, he said, in no fine 
building, but in asmalland dusty office 
and to his sanctum, such as it was, he heartily 
invited the knights. He claimed that the 
Rnights and the farmers suffered from the 
same grievances, and after speaking of the 
great monopolies which burden the entire 
country he told more particularly of the suf- 
fering entailed in Georgia by the cotton trust, 
He asserted that if the two orders were fight-

Representative Geraghty, of Leadville, noti- 
fied the convontion that the Martha Washing- 
ton assembly, of Leadville, had intrusted to 
him the pleasing duty of presenting Mrs. Barry 
with a token of their regard. After an appro- 
priate speech, expressing the high esteem in 
which she is held by the knights of Leadville, 
he presented a picture of thé Mount 
of the Holy Cross. The picture 
was made entirely of metals mined 
on Fryer hill—no paint being used.

The national legislative committee then pre- 
sented its report, which wasread by Represen- 
tative Baumont, chairman of the committee. 

Mr. Elliot. chairman of the Canadian legis- 
lative committee, read the report of that body, 
which was heartily applauded by the conven- 
tion. 

The meeting then adjourned for the day. 

The Evening. 

General Master Workman Powderly spent 
last evening, as he usually does, in listening to 
the reports of the committees. The room 
which he occupies at the Kimball house has 
very much the appearance of a large office 
with a bed set in the middle of it. Letters, 
books, papers and big volumes containing the 
records of his order are scattered about on 
tables and chairs. 

When questioned about the work of the con- 
vention last night he said: ‘‘There is very 
little to say that is not already known. The 
papers have made public all there is of any in- 
terest that has taken place since the conven- 
tion met.’’ 

The one sudject on which Mr. Powderly is 
uncommunicative is the tariff question and his 
personal views on the great problem. 

“The tariff question,’’ he said, ‘tis one I 
don’t care to discuss. ain constantly being 
quoted on the subject, but the factis I never 
give my opinions on the matter, so I can’t tell 
where the reporters get their information 
from.’’

em MARSHAL BUCK COMES IN. 


hes, Presentations, and Handshakings 
Cast Evening—Mr. Nelms Will Practice 
Medicine in Atlanta. 

Yesterday it was Marshal Nelms. 

And Clerk A. E. Buck. 

Today it is Marshal Buck. 

And Dr. Nelms. 

‘ Last night, in the marshal’s office, there was 
, gathering of the incoming and outgoing 
pfticials, and a very pleasant occasion it was. 

The room was crowded. 

The party line, if it had been drawn, would 
‘pave separated the party into two nearly equal 

ons. But the party line wasn't drawn, 
snd republicans and democrats chatted to- 
ther in the most friendly fashion imaginable. 

That lasted until 7:30, when the meeting 
was called to order. 

Mr. Yancey Carter, of Hartwell, one of the 
bravest and best marshals in the state, was 
gnanimously elected chairman, 

A PRESENT TO MARSHAL NELMS. . 

Mr. W. P. Hill,on behalf of the deputies 
sndothers, who hed served in office with the 
late marshal, presented Captain Nelms with a 
peantiful silver tea service and flower bowl. 

Mr. Hill made the speech in his usual, hap- 
py fashion, paying Captain Nelms and his meh 
» deserved compliment for their efficient and 
faithful service. 

Captain Nelms responded feelingly. 

“Four years ago last March,’’ said he, ‘a 
Jemocratic president assumed the duties of 
shief executive of these United States, His 
seal for right and the best interests 
of the whole people will cause 
the future historiah to write his 
name on the brightest page of American 
history. I could wish the American people 
no higher boon politically than a never-ending 
repetition of that administration. It is sad to 
think, while seeing so many familiar faces 
here, thatsome of our men are missing—cut 
down in their manhood, and in the discharge 
of theirduty. I wish that Georgia, my native 
state, may ever haye men as brave, honest, 
and merciful] as you all have been in the dis- 
charge of your duties. In relinquishing these 
duties I would impress it upon you that 
our obligations to the government are un- 
changed. Itisour country, fought for and 
won by our forefathers, and its liberty comes 
tous consecrated. Let us love, cherish and 
support its institutions. I want to return 
thanks to Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Gariand, and 
aiso to Attorney-General Miller. I want to 
return thanks to the people of Georgia for 
their support of me and my men, and to the 
attaches of this court, revenue agents, deputy 
collectors, and to the commissioner of this 
circuit, for oflicial and personal kindness. As 
to this beautiful gift, words are inadequte to 
express my appreciation. I shall value it as 
Jong as I live asa token of your kindness and 


regard. 
And as to my successor. His long and effi. 
cient service as clerk of this court has made 


- him known to youall. Judging his future of- 


ficial conduct by his past, it 1s safe to say that 
it will be efficient, honest and faithful. Thanks, 
chiefly to Chief Deputy W. O. Mitchell, i am 
able to turn over tie olfice in order. My only 
regret at this change is in leaving my friends. 
I feel like thanking each one of you on behalf 
of the govern:rent. Wherever you go my best 
wishes will follow you. I wish all success to 
my successor in oftice, Colonel Buck. I now 
say to you my official good-bye.”’ 
COLONEL BUCK TALKS. 

“T hesitated a moment,”’ said Colonel Buck, 

after a pause, ‘‘because I thought possibly 
some programme had been arranged, and lL 
did not want to interfere. Iwas impressed by 
the remarks just made. They were in keep- 
ing with the character of the man. I have 
been connected with this department of the 
government for sixteen years, and I have 
never spent four years more pleasantly than 
the last four. I have never experienced 
asingie feeling of hostility or resentment. 
I feel somewhat badly over the idea that our 
present relations are to be somewhat broken 
ap. Captain Nelms and his men have exe- 
tuted the laws faithfully and been true to 
pvery trust. He has been fearless and manly 
always. He has done as much forthe people 
of the north Georgia district as any man 1n his 
position could do. He has not only executed 
the laws, but done it in such a manner as to 
win the confiderfte of the people. I had not 
expected to make aspeech. This much is due 
Captain Nelms, and Iam sure that every one 
of you will echo what I have said of him.’”’ 

District Attorney Darnell followed ina brief 
and appropriate talk. He has been, since 
April last, associated officially with Captain 
Nelms, and referred in flattering terms to the 
efliciency of the retiring marshal. 

CHIEF DEPUTY MITCHELL REMEMBERED. 

Mr. W. P. Hill then presented Chief Deputy 
W. O. Mitchell with an elegant silver tea serv- 
ice and silver tankard. 

‘*You have been,’’ said he, ‘‘the Aiexander 
Hamilton of this marshal’s administration— 
the right band man of your official chief.’’ 

Mr, Mitchell accepted the present with a 
brief expression of thanks and of his regard 
fur the men with whom he had so long been 
Bssociated. 

OTHER SHORT TALKS. 

Chairman Yancey Carter was called for, and 
made a short talk. 

He was followed by Mr. Wilburn Colquitt. 

Then there were calls for ‘‘Hamilton.”’ 

“Gentlemen,’’ said Mr. Henry Hamilton, ‘I 
ém too full for utterance.’’ 

This rather ambiguous declaration was 

ted with cheers, and Mr. Hamilton made 
aste to explain that his heart was full—of 
Bmotions. 

Judge Gaston, of Gainesville, made a short 
falk next; then Mr. Will Haight; then 
Deputy Collector O. C. Fuller; Captain Tins- 
ley next, and last of all Deputy Marshal 
Button. 

The meeting then adjourned. 

It was the last meeting of Marshal Nelms, 
&8 marshal, together with his men.

MARK GOLDSMITH FAILS 


PRESSURE OF CREDITORS FORCES A 
BIG BUSINESS TO THE WALL, 


After Doing a Splendid Business for Eight 
Yoars, Mr. Mark Goldsmith is Caught in 
a Crisis and Is in the Hands of a Receiver, 


Another unfortunate failure. 

The big candy manufactory and wholesale 
candy, cracker, cigar and tobacco business run 
by Mr. Mark E. Goldsmith was placed in the 
hands of a receiver yesterday. 

Few people suspected that Mr. Goldsmith 
was in any way embarrassed, but it was known 
to a few persons Thursday that the failure was 
impending. 

Yesterday Mr. Walter R. Brown and Messrs. 
Weil & Goodwin, representing western credit- 
ors, applied to Judge Marshall J. Clarke for 
the appointment of a receiver. The petition 
was granted, and Captain A, J. West was ap- 
pointed receiver. 

Captain West took charge of the business at 
once. 

So far Captain West has not had time to 
make any inventory orto form more than a 
rough estimate of the assets and liabilities of 
the business. There isa large amount of ac- 
counts on the books, and unpaid notes due 
Mr. Goldsmith, the sum total footing up 


something in the neighborhood of $100,000. 


There is a big stock of goods in the store that 
will run up to at least $40,000, making the en- 
tire assets from $140,000 to $150,000 so far as 
can be ascertained. 

THE LIABILITIES. 

The liabilities will fall short of $100,000, but 
Mr. Goldsmith himself is unable to give any- 
thing like a correct estimate. He thinks that 
the indebtedness will run all the way from 
$75,000 to $100,000, so that with skillful man- 
agement the business will be cleared up with- 
out loss to any of the creditors, and with possi- 
bly a good round sum over and above the 
liabilities. 

There is due the Towry Banking company, 
the Neal Loan and Banking company and the 
Merchants jbank about $41,000, secured by 
mortgages on the stock. 

Other parties here and elsewhere hold ac- 
counts amounting all the way from $30,000 to 
$40,000. New York cigar dealers hold $9,000 or 
$10,000 of the paper, and it is to them that Mr. 
Goldsmith attributes his failure. 

CROWDED TO THE WALL. 

Mr. Goldsmith said last night that he was 
unable to account for the collapse. 

He began business eight years ago, and by 
hard work and good judgment he made money 
from the start. Last month his sales ran up 
to $38,000, and he employed six traveling men 
who travelled over half a dozen states, 

Three salesmen represented his goods in the 
city, and it looked as if there was no better 
paying business in the city than his. 

But sometime ago parties in New York be- 
gan clamoring for him to discount paper before 
it was due, and he wasunable todo so. They 
became alarmed, and their fears were commu- 
nicated to his friends and creditors nearer 
home, which resulted in the unfortunate catas- 
trophe that culminated yesterday.
